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ABSTRACT 

To develop and implemeni: guidance accountability 
projects for the State of lova, this committee used a two~phased 
approach* phase One involved assesf^ing the status of guidance 
services provided by each school district in the state. The second 
phase surveyed a sample of students, the consumers of guidance 
services. The committee developed and administered two 
questionnaires, one for the school districts and one for the 
students, to assess the following guidance services on the secondary 
school level; counseling, information, appraisal, and placement 
services; group servxces to students; secretarial assistance; 
referrals and community relations; and research. Consultation, 
counseling, and coordination constituted the copsiderations for 
elementary level services. The reporting format does not include any 
statistical techniques nox item by item analysis but does provide the 
reader with actual data and an overview of the results,

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INTPODIXTION 

Baekpround 

n^rinp the sprlnp of 1970, the Guidance Services Section of the Iowa 
State Departnent nf Public Instruction called a meeting of the Iowa State- 
wide Guidance Advisory Committee. The Guidance Services Section requested 
this committee maVe recommendations on a priority basis for the use of 
Title III, ESEA monies for Fiscal Years ]«^7}, ]Q72, and 3973. This 
committee consisted of representatives from the following professional groups 

GUIDANCE ADVISORY COMKITTEE 

1. Iowa Association of School Administrators 

2. Iowa Association of Secondary School Prirjcipals 

3. Iowa Personnel and Guidance Association 
A. Iow£ Vocational Association

This committee established that the first priority for the use of Iowa 

Title III, ESEA funds should be the development and implementation of 

puidar^ce accountability projects in thu state of Iowa. This priority 

was an outgrowth of the Advisory Committee *s desire to have ''hard data** 

concerning guidance in Iowa. The Guidance Services Section accepted the 



recommendation and appointed a committee to undertake the task of a 



statewide guidance accountability study. 

At this same time, the Iowa Personnel and Guidance Association through 
the Iowa Association of Counselor Educators and Supervisors had begun an 
extensive effort to study ways and means of dealing with guidance accounta- 
bllity in the state. In view of the magnitude of the task and tne particular 
resources of the various groups, it naturally followed that the efforts be 
combined. Thus, the Statewide Guidance Accountability Committee was 
established. 

During Fiscal Year 1971, the fourteen-member accountability committee 
met and developed a two-phase approach to the task. Phase one involved 
assessing the status of guidance services provided by each school district 
in the state. The second and more extensive phase evolved from the committee 
consensus that the "consumer'^ of guidance should be the major focus of the 
project, lltilizatiojii of this two-phase approach was motivated by a desire 
to compare the extent to which guidance was supported by schools in Iowa 
with the responses of the consumers of these provisions. 

Method olopy and Procedures 

The second step taken by the accoujitability committee dealt with 
instrumentation and procedures. This involved developing two questionnaires 
and the outlining of various details involved with the two populations 
responding to same, a school district and a student questionnaire. 

fleportlng of Results 

Considering the amount of data collected, numerous statistical and 
interpretative procedures could have been applied. One could have used 
tests, "ohi square*', and other statistical procedures. Or, one could 



have proceeded item by item, dlsciissirig the implications of each. And 
perhaps this is what sho^jld have been done with the data. However, the 
amount of time needed for the completion of such a report could possibly bave 
made the daia tco old for practical use. 

The reporting format, decided upon does not include any statistical 
techniques or Ite^ by item analysis. It is basically concerned with pro- 
vldire^ the reader the actual data with an overview or general impression 
of the results. A limited number of copies of the actual data are available 
from the Department of Public Instruction. 



DISTRICT vUliSTIONNAIPE 

Instrument Background 

The instrument utilized with each of the ^52 school districts in the 
state was actually an adaptation of the one developed by personnel of the 
EPI Guidance r.ervlces Section for up© during team visitations conducted by 
the rPI. This questionnaire was familiar to many in the state and focused 
on the common elements/services of the guidance program, e.p., counseling, 
budpet, philosophy, testing, etc. (Appendix A). It was siippeeted to each 
local school district that an educationally representative committee be 
orpanized tc respond to the questionnaire using the following five-point 
Likert scale. 

1. Poor: Progress and provisions are quite limited or missing. 

2. Below Average: Inadequate provisions have been made or evidence 

of continuing progress is lacking. 

3. Average: Provisions rr conditions are evident and are functioning 

well, but the need for further effort and study is 
recognized. 
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ii. Above Average: Provisions or conditions are morierately extensive, 

5. Excellent: Extensive provisions ^ave been ^ade and very ^no6 
progress realized. 

The district questionnaire basically fcc^jsed on the amount and type of 
support provided by a school difJtrict for niidance. The co!TiiT:ittee folt that 
the amount and type of support provided would be directly related to the 
amount and tjrpe of benefits the students received. However, in that the 
focus was on a statewide level, no attempt was nade to pair ref^ponses of 
students with a particular district. Attention v;as piven to the various 
school district size catepcries. The district questionnaire was railed to 
452 school districts and produced a 97 percent return. 

The quest? onnaire (Appendix A) was divided into three areas. 
3. StateTents dealing with the total district. 
2* Statements dealing with the secondary school level* 
3. Statements dealine^ with the elementary school level. 
Statements in each of these areas were to be responded to on the basis of 
the de??ree to which the items mentioned were supported. This rating was to 
be d ene by a committee and not iust one individual such as a principal, 
teabher^ or counselor. With the use of this pr^-^cedure, it was felt a more 
accurate rating would evolve and popsible improve future guidance offerings. 

As mentioned previously, a five-point, scale provided the basis '^for 
each district to respond. On a continuum, a ratinf?: of 1 indicated "poor" 
and a rating of ^ meant "excellent '\ A summarization of these individual 
ratings was obtained by computing an average rating for each school district 
size category. Thus, it was possible to examine the average ratin/? for each 
< size category and for all districts. 
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General Ohservatlon 

^.^en coDsiderjng the three district «1ze categories, the category of 
larpe districts placed hi/rher ratings (positive) on the ma.iority of items. 
That is, the average ratinp'was usually higher than for those districts In 
the middle or snail categories. Also, on most items, the average ratings 
of Jihe sniall districts were below the average for all districts. This could 
be interpreted to mean that the guidance prctrrams of the larger districts 
were ^.ore organized. 

However, in that the district questionnaire in a sense dealt with the 
organizational aspects of the guidance prorram, the possibility of question- • 
naire bias exists. The same organizational structure of guidance services 
in a large school may not be needed in a small school. The larger schools 
may need to be more structured and syste-natic than the smaller ones. 

Yet, on the basis of the coramlttee *s diverse contacts with guidance 
programs in the state, it was felt that the results reflected a general 
trend — larger schools were more Involved in developing organized guidance 
programs . 

SECTION ONE: Statements Eeallng with th^ Total District 

The ten items in this section are listed in terms of average scores, 
ranging from high to low: 

1. Pi^pil Eecords 6. Budget 

2. Testing* 7. Artictilation, Coordination 

3. Facilities 8. Philosophy 

4. Use of Counselor Time 9. In-Service 

5. Orientation 10. Guidance Committee 

In a sense, the highest ranked areas are paper and pencil type activities, 
i.e., dealing with records and tests. Thus, it appears that a need exists 
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to re-emphasize the importance of dealing with individuals rather than things, 

Ranking the utilization of guidance cc^riittees as last in this section 
indicates that counselors are not extensively involving teachers and others 
they serve in program planning. One could speculate that this is in part 
due to the lack of administrctive support and direction for the program. 
A second interpretation could be that counselors have not exercised their 
responsibility for developing the area in which they are most knowledgable. 

SECTION TWO: Statements Eealing with the Secondary School Level 

The vjight areas concerned with secondary school guidance services are 
not reported as they appeared on the questionnaire but in terms of adequacy 
of provisions (highest to lowest) for all reporting schools. 

Counseling Service 

The major statement concerning the counseling service was the only one 
rated rbove 4 five-point scale. Counselors are thus providing above 

average counseling services for students. Ratings in the three a^ub-areas of 
this stateinent Indicated that counselors who have had supervised practicum 
experience view the^iselves as an instrument in the student's self develop- 
ment and make available a relationship in which students may express values, 
knowledge, attitudes, and feelings* 

Information Servj ce 

Schools were providing information on all types of post^-secondary 
educational and training opportunities* Adequate means were also in use 
for housing, maintaining, and updating career materials. However, the results 
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Indicated that tnore emphasis needed to be placed on staff use of available 
materials. 

Appraisal Service 

Provisions were moderately extensive for employing interviews and 
other devices to assist students. The involvement of teachers and parents 
in the total appraisal process appeared to be less than the involvement 
with students, 

Counselor^Connunity Relatio ns and Referral 

It was interest-^ng to note that there are provisions for coiinselor 
involvement in cr-mniunity affairs. The average ratinpa for the medium and 
larpe districts v/ere almost the sar^.e. Community size may influence tie 
extent to which such provisions are ^ade. 

Services to Students in Grc^ aps 

One could have anticipated that provisions for infomation-giving 
groups would be more extensive than for other types- of groups. Yet, researc! 
supports the view that free discussion groups, problem-oriented groups, and 
cr>unsellng groups are just as important and useful as information-giving 
groups , 

Placement Service 

More provisions appeared to be available for educational placement than 
for personal and vocational placement. 

Secretarial Assistance 

The medium and large school districts appeared to provide more secretary 
assistance than did the small districts. 
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Research 

Pesponae to statements dealinp with research indicated that the medium 
and large school districts were making adequate provisions for an on-going 
assessment of the guidance program, follovdng up graduates and dropouts, 
and studying student needs and their evaluations of the educational experiences 
provided them. While the small district responses were not that different 
from those of the medium and large ones, it appeared that less provision was 
made for research activities. 

SECTION THREE: Statements Dealing with the Elementary School Level 

Generally, the responses tc this section of the district questionnaire 
indicated that provisions for elementary school guidance were viewed as not 
being adequate. However, It was evident that some of the large school 
districts were involved in elementary guidance in that eighteen of the 
districts in the large category indicated thet provisions were evident and 
functioning well. By and large, the small and medium districts indicated 
that provisions were limited or missing, or inadequate. 

While apparently cognizant of Section 3,5(14) of the Rules of the 
Department of Public Instruction which states: "Guidance Services in 
elementary schools. Effective September 1, 1970, the board shall Institute 
a program of guidance services for its elementary schools. Each pupil shall 
have access to the minimum amount of guidance service specified by the board 
and recorded in its nlnutea,* districts in all throe size categories indicated 
that they view present provisions §s being inadequate . They also indicated 
that the provision^ for a continuing assessment of strengths and weaknesses 
in their elementary guidance programs were inadequate and lacked progress, 
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Yet, while this neprative situation concerndnp piddance ir the elementary 
school nxistod, responses Indicated that ajdminlstrators and teachers 
recopnlzed the neod for extensive efforts in th3s area. While the employment 
of fuidanco personnel in some districts appeared to follow from this 
kncwledpe nf piidance needs, few schools indicated plans to employ such 
personnel in the n^ar future due .to Severe budget liir»itation8. 

Considering the three functJms of guidance personnel, the respondents 
ranked them as follows: 

1. Consulting 

2, Coordinating 
* 3,. CoTinselinp: 

-The responses dealing with statements in these three areas Indicated that 
only in the larger districts were these services being provided at an 
adequate level* In the medium and small districts, provisions for these 
services were viewed as beinp inadequate and lacking. 

In summary^ school personnel from the medium and small districts 
viewed elementarj' school puldance provisions as Inadequate and lacking while 
school personnel in the larger districts viewed elementary school guidance 
services as beinp adequate and functioning well, 

STUDENT QUESTIONNAIRE 

The student questionnaire developed by the Statewide Guidance 
Accountability Committee consisted of fifty-nine items (Appendix B), 
Counselor involvement, rather than duties, was the major premise underlying 
the questionnaire* The committee reasoned that the total staff is responsibli 
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for guidance^ but the counselor should be the most involved guidance worker 
and provide the leadership, '^Iso, in that the focus was to be on school 
personnel, no provisions were made for students to indicate individuals who 
were providing guidance outside of the school. 

Three of the fifty-nine items on the questionnaire were included for 
Sorting purposes, e.p., sex, grade level and future plans. The remaining 
fifty-six items specifically asked the students to indicate the school 
personnel with whon they were involved, i.e., teacher, principal, and 
counselor. 

While one could state that the primary responsibilities of the teacher 
and the principal are not to provide "guidance services" but to teach and 
administer, the accountability connittee viewed them as vital to the success 
of the school's guidance program. The teachers, principal, and counselor 
constitute a team working to assist students. Thus, the questionnaire was 
constructed so that the involvement of each could be indicated as perceived 
by the student. 

Sampling 

During the 1P71-72 academic year, there were 291,997 students enrolled 
in grades seven through twelve* Time and cost made it impossible to provide 
a questionnaire for each student. Hence, it was necessary to randomly sample 
from trtal student population. The sampling procedure developed for this 
study divided the school districts into three categories on the basis <&f 
enrollment. 

1. Small 1 - students 

2* Medium 1000 - 2999 students 

3* Large over 3000 students 
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In addition to considering the number of students enrolled In each size 
category, the fact that many districts had nore than one building housing 
students In grades seven through twelve made it necessary to identify atten- 
dance centers. It was then necessary to vary the number of students tr be 
randomly selected from the attendance certers in each size category. That 
is, since the 31 lar^re districts enrolled percent of the students in 131 
attendance centers, it was necessary to randomly sample more students in 
each of these attendance centers than was the case with the smaller districts. 
The 2% STTialler districts enrolled 26 percent of the students in l^b2 
attendance centers. Thus: 

1. In the small size' district, two students from each grade level 
in each attendance center were selected. 

2. In the mediu-n size district, four students from each /^rade level 
in each attendance center were selected. 

3. In the larpe s:^ze district, eipht students from each grade 
leve] Tn each attendance center were selected. 

Table I presents a sunrniary. of these banic samplinp statistics.

One of the major considerations governing the sa^npling procedures 
described above was the desire to be able to talk about ALL students in 
grades seven through twelve in Iowa, and also various groups of students. 
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The only sampling factor that could limit this generalizability to ALL 
students in Iowa was the percentage of students in each size cnte^pvy being 
a different proportion of that group's uotal. That is, the laro;e school 
sample was "2.56 percent of the total nuTnber ^-^f students in large schools, 
while 4.. 61 percent was the sarnple from the smaTil school total* However^ 
when the responses from these different proportions were veJiThted^ the per- 
centage for ALIi students only varied by one or tv/o percentage poin^.s, Thiia^ 
in that the data were only to be treated in a descriptive .-statist:! cwl 
•manner, the weighting procedure was viewed as not belns^ neoeBsary 
generalize about ALL students in Iowa* 

Student Selection 

When selecting students to complete a queatinnnaire, a naior concern 
is always the problem of selection bias. That ia, the individual doing the 
selection may select students on the basis of how they would complete the 
questionnaire. To eliminate this possibility, each school district by size 
category was sent detailed instructions to be followed in selecting 
studentsT set of student selection instructions appears in Appendix C, 

Results Format 

The results of the student questionnaire were grouped in sections on 
the basis of question format and order of appearance on the questionnaire. 
With Section One, student characteristics, only the numerical results were 
reported. With the remaining sections all of the data for each item were 
NOT reported. Only the data for ALL students were given. Data from other 
aorts for each item (sex; grade level, future plans, grades 7, 8, 9 versus 
10, 11, 12; and future plans and contact times with the counselor) were

NOT provided in the body of this report. 

These data are available as separately published appendices of this 
report on a limited basis. Reproduction costs of this large amount of 
data dictated this procedure. 

The data preceding the written summary of each item are for ALL student 
that responded. It is also categorized by school district size: "S" 
represents small school district data; "M" medium school district data; 
"L" large school district data; and "C" the composite data of all site 
school districts.

It Is quite evident that students felt that counselors ^ive them 
the must assistance with selection of their school subjects* Overall, 
the counselor was involved with approximately two-thirds (61?^) of the students 
in selecting school subjects. Apparently,, there was no difference when 
considering student ^sex. However, counselor jnvolvement grew with increases 
in the students' grade level and the number of times they rnet with the 
counselor. Students did not Indicate differential treatment relative to 

I 
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future plans • About one-tenth of the students indicated they received no 
assistance from school personnel when selecting school subjects. It is to 
be noted that high school students have a much wider range of choices with 
regard to school subjects.

Approximately one-half of the students in all groupings indicated that 
the classroom teacher assisted them with planning ways to study better. 
When, the counselor's involvement with students was extensive^ they tended to 
view the teacher as helping them to a lesser degree.

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Dy twelfth prade^ seventy^five percent rf the students indicated that the 
counselor afssisted them in plannlnp fcr schooling after pradnation, ''hile 
the cciirselor assistance did not change when considering sex, it did charge 
with grade level, future plans, and the numher of tirucs they talked to the 
counselor. The hip^er the prade level the preater number cf students 
Indicated the counselor was of assistance. In terms of future plans, more 
than one^half of the vocational technical school group indicated the 
counselor was of greatest assistance (55^0.

Assistance in planning an occupational career was indicated as being 
received by f>5% of the students. Thus, 35% of the students were not 
receiving assistance in this area from the school, Cf students receiving 
assistance, the counselor was indicated aa doing so with 51% of the students. 
The percentag>9 of students receiving assistance increased as grade level 
Increaeed {32% • IJ^%). The future plans groupirgs indicated that the 
college and iindecided groups had a greater percentage of students stating 
no aaai stance received. However, when coupling future plans with the 
number of times the stiidents talked with the counselor, there was a definite 
Q Increase in the percentage of those indicating assistance was received,

The data Indicated that as the involvement of the atudant vith the 
counaalor increased , the counselor became more involved in aaaiating the 
students • The greatest single source of help in this area was the teacher.

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The larger the school, the more assistance was given by school personnel 
regarding knowledge about the school. Data also Indicated that Junior high 
school students felt they received more assistance than did high school 
students. As many as one-fourth of the high school students felt that no 
one assisted them when they arrived as a new student. 

Teachers and counselors were seen as most frequently assisting students. 

11. Solving a personal problem 

S M L C 
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The counselor was most frequently (31%) indicated as assisting with 
solving a personal problem. At the Junior high level, (grades 7-8-9), and 
in the larger schools, more atiKlents indicated coxmsalor assistance than 
those in the mailer schools* This trend of the large school counselor being

of more assistance than smaller school counselors also appeared when examining 
the varioxis groupings, i.e., sex, grade level, and future plans. It was 
interes^bing to note that even when the student never talked to a counselorp 
the counselor was indicated most frequently as assisting with- personal 
problems. Yet, the more counselor contact the higher the percentage. 
Data showed that approximately two-fifths of the students felt that no one 
3n the school assisted theTi in solving personal problems. 

12. Getting a job. 

S M L C 
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Approximately one-half of the students (52$) indicated they received 
assistance from school personnel in obtaining a job. Of this group 
receiving assistance, the counselor was most frequently mentioned {U2%) 
and the teacher next (18^). Grade level, sex, and future plans did not 
greatly effect these percentages. The only change from this basic trend 
occurred when exa^.ininp the group planning to enter the world of work 
after high school and the number of times they had talked with the counselor. 
With increased contact with the cnunselor, there was an increase in the 
number indicating direct assistance. That is, the percentage indicating 
school assistance went from 50% up to 75% and the percentage indicating 
counselor assistance rose from 3iS up to 70%. 
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13. Changing courses.

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Student responses (65%) indicated that counselors assisted them with 
changing courses. There was a difference in this area when comparing 
small schools with larger schools. In the s^^^all schools, indicated 
counselor assistance, and in the large schools 75^ did so. The student's 
grade level and the number of times thay talked to the counselcr also 
influenced their response. At the high school level, students indie xed 
greater counselor assistance than was indicated at the junior high level. 
Also, the more times a student talked to a counselor^ the greater assistance 
they thought they reoeivf^d^

Section Two 

When students were in the process of selecting their school subjects, 
it waa evident that they felt they received the most help from the counselor. 
It is Boroewhat misleading when one looks at the composite sort as to whom 
the attidents seek help from in this area. It was obvious that in the Sx^venth 
and eighth grades the atuderts had very little choice in the selection of 
their school subjects. When looking at students from grades nine through

twelve, the counselor was the 'nost helpful in the eyes of the student. The 
percentage of students who felt they received help in selecting courses from 
only the counselor ranged from thirty- five to forty- three per cent. The 
students also felt that with the help of the counselor and a teacher, zney 
received additional assistance in selecting school subjects. Overall, the 
counselor was involved in approximately two-thirds of the cases in helping 
students select school subiects, 

•Approximately one half of the students surveyed feel that they learned 
from the classroom teacher how to stiidy better. However, almost one-fourth 
of the students felt that no one in 'the school system helped in that partic- 
ular area. 

According to the survey, the students indicated that the counselor was 
the -nost helpful person in the school system for the following: selecting 
your school subjects; planning for schooling after hiph school; planning- 
for occupational careers; solving personal problems; getting a Job; and 
chang:?ng courses. It was interesting to note that these students, as they 
moved up in the grades of the school, felt the counselor was much more 
helpful to them in selecting occupational careers and in future planning* 
'•^hen looking at who was the most helpful in solving personal problems, 
the seventh and eighth grade students felt the counselor was more helpfu] ■ 
than did high school students. It was also found that as the students moTed 
grade seven through twelve, there was a much greater . percentage 
who felt that no one in the system helps students solve personal problems. 

The data also showed that there was a^positive correlation betvrecn 
the number of contacts w5th counselors and sutdonts* perception of the 
counselor as giying assistance. Those students vAo visited the counselor 
more frequently were mors satisfied with the services provided and more

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acceptant of the counsel or aa • resource person. 

The atudents relt that their teachers were most helpful in planning 
ways to study better, learning more about yourself, getting along better 
with other people, and learning about your school when you first came 
as a new student. Although the counselor did assist some students In 
these areas, he was not seen as being as helpful as teachers. 

The students who were contemplating entering vocational technical 
schools after graduation felt the counselors were more helpful to them 
while in school than did the students who were planning to enter college, 
work, or the armed forces. Similar responses were found when the students 
ware asked wo was most helpful in planning for occupatlmal careers. 
Although all students felt the counselor was most helpful, the ranking 
from high to low was vocationa? technical schools, work or armed services, 
undecided ^ind colleges. Although the students felt the counselor was the 
most helpful to them In getting a job, nearly half of the students Indicated 
that no one in the school helped in this area.

Section Four 

The majority of students (80^) talked with the counselor during the 
school year and about half of them did so two or three times. Half of the 
students {A9%) indicated they did have an individual conference with some 
teacher during the year. While B out of 10 students met with the coiinselor 
during the year, two-thirds (65^) indicated self-initiated conferences. 
These self-initiated conferences were greater at the twelfth grade level 
(89^) than at seventh grade level (37^), and were initiated more for 
vocational and educational information {29%) than personal concerns (12^), 

In teriT.s of the assistance that students received from counselors, 
91 percent felt that the counselor had been helpful and ranged from 
percent in the seventh grade to 98 percent in the twelfth grade^ Twice as

A question directed to the concept of empathetic iinderstanding in the 
school setting indicated 15% of the students felt no one in the school met 
this need for them. Twenty-two percent identified the counselor as the 
individual who provided this empathetlc relationship as conipared tc 2056 
for teachers and 6?6 for principals • Various coTnbinations of these indi- 
viduals revealed the counselor was identified by 55 % of the students, 
teachers 5il^, and principals 21%. 

With additional counselor contact there was an increase in the 
percentage of students who indicated the counselor. This percentage went 
from a low of 30^ with the vocational-technical -students who never met 
with the counselor, to a high of 73/6 for the vocational-technical students, 
69Ii6 the work of Armed Services students, and 68S6 the undecided and college- 
bound groups of students who had niet with the covmselor six cr more times.
